Migrants Poorest of Poor--- 
No Means Negleetcd

H IG H L A N D 
One ol tlie most perplexing 
paradoxes of our affluent so 
ciety is the existence of poverty 
in the midst of widespread pros 
pcrity and nowhere is this para 
dox more obvious than among 
the more than one million mi 
grant agricultural workers. 
These itinerant laborers, who 
lik« nomads, travel around the 
country 
following 
the agricul­ 
tural harvests, work long hours 
and 
endure 
arduous 
working 
conditions 
u h i 1 < 
receiving 
wages well below the poverty 
level. 
However, while these migrant 
farm workers remain to he the 
poorest or America’s poor, they 
are 
by no means neglected, 
thanks to the tireless work of 
volunteer organizations and gen 
erous assistance from both the 
public and private sectors of 
society. 
In 
southern 
Ulster County, 
where a 
large influx of mi 
grants are expected to arrive 
shortly m harvest the fruits of 
the Mid Hudson 
Valley's 
rich 
orchards and fields, one agency 
has achieved particular j>rorr. 
inence because of its efforts on 
behalf of the migrants. 
The Sounthern Ulster County 
Migrant Assistance Committee 
(SUMAC), 
a 
self help organ 
i/ation xx ith a small dedicated 
staff, has endeavored, during 
its three year existence, to co­ 
ordinate a variety of organ 


factions in the area, “ to help 
11ic migrants nelp themselves 
U nder, the direction of Harley 
Taylor, who has devoted a life 
time to working with the rural 
poor, S U M A C lias achieved a 
long list of accomplishments, 
s» hich have been reflected in 
distinct improvements in work 
mg and living conditions for mi 
gi ants in the area. 
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"Our activities are not de 
signed to do good things for 
people,” Taylor says, “ but are 
rather 
designed 
to 
do 
good 
things with the people for them 
selves and the environment in 
which they reside.” 
“ The poor need to link their 
efforts with the know how of the 
rest of the 
community, 
and 
they must seek to mobilize the 
resources ol 
the affluent 
so 
ciety on behalf of their legiti 
mate aspirations,” Taylor says. 
The ebullient administrator, 
who is also an ordained minis­ 
ter identifies these "legitimate 
aspirations” as the “ quest for 
social justice and economic op 
portunities.” 
To 
achieve 
these 
goals, 
SUMAC, iundtd by federal and 
state grants, has endeavored 
to wield coalitions with numer­ 


ous 
existing 
agencies 
in 
the 
area. In addition, a wide range 
of 
self 
help 
programs 
have 
been set up by the staff, which 
works out of cramped office 
facilities, just south of High 
land. 
More than 2,500 migrants, in 
eluding 
many 
families 
with 
children, 
arc expected to be 
working in the fields and or 
chards during the corning three 
months. These migrants will he 
living in 118 camps scattered 
throughout the southern Ulster 
area. 
In 
addition 
to 
these

grants, who came from as far 
away as Florida and Califor 
nia, SUMAC also assists about 
500 “ re-settled migrants" who 
are presently residing in the 
area. 
Taylor cites, housing, health, 
welfare, job training, and edu 
cation as prime areas «if con 
centration for SUMAC’s activi 
ties.

SUMAC is concentrating its el 
forts on securing housing for 
the re settled migrants. To this 
end they have secured land near 
the hamlet of Marlboro where 
they intend to set up 20 units 
of low cost housing, pending ap 
proval by the Town of Marlboro 
Planning Board. 
Health and welfare services 
for the migrants arc largely 
provided by Ulster County agen 
cies, with SUMAC acting as a

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U.S.-Staked Prosperity 


When General Douglas MacArthur signed the peace 
treaty with Japan 24 years ago last month, calling on 
that country to renounce the right to wage war, few in 
this country foresaw that this clause would in less than 
a quarter of a century make Japan the econom ic giant 
of Asia. For protection by the United States meant that 
Japan’s defense spending is about $12 per head per year 
as compared to our pro rata figure of $370. 
Japan has com e to realize that it cannot rely on 
America for defense much longer. In a momentous de­ 
bate, powerful voices are being raised demanding speedy 
defense build-up. not that a military spirit is being re­ 
born, but to support her vast industrial capacity, now 
second only to the United States in the free world; to 
boost Japan's influence and prestige, and to protect her 


trade routes. 
Because Japan used its military might to spread its 
sphere of influence in the 30s, other Asian nations are 
worried over this new trend. 
A hostile Japan, heavily 
rearmed with nuclear weapons, could once more domi­ 
nate the western Pacific and strike terror in the hearts 
of the sm aller nations on its path to empire. It would 
disturb the United States only if it turned m ilitaristic 
again, or team ed with Red forces. 
The United States’ security treaty with Japan com es 
up for revision in 1975. The chance of Japan’s getting the 
right to set up an autonomous defense will depend largely 
on her ability to convince American leaders that she will 
use her power for self-defense, not for aggression and 
expansion. Though D efense Secretary Melvin R. Laird 
has been among those who have deplored Japan s “free 
ride” and the cost to the United States, the risk of Japan's 
military revival has held back out and out denunciation. 


Preventive Detention 


The Justice Department has prepared amendments to 
the Bail Reform Act of 1966 which includes preventive 
detention, or post arrest pretrial jailing. 
Preventive detention would be allowed in four sepa­ 
rate categories of crim e: 
Against a defendant charged 
with a dangerous crim e, for exam ple, assault, robbery, 
rape, the sale of narcotics; a repeat offender, one for in­ 
stance. who had a conviction for a crim e of violence, 
who when released on bail com m its another dangerous 
crim e; a narcotic addict charged with any crim e of vio­ 
lence; and any person attempting to threaten witnesses 
or jurors, regardless of the offense. 
The theory behind preventive detention is that too 
often a defendant while out on bail com m its other crim es. 
Keeping him in jail helps protect him from his own bad 
habit. There has been considerable agitation for it in 
Washington, where bail has too often been a ticket for 
more crime. 
Assistant Attorney General Will Wilson defends the 
proposal under the Eighth Amendment, which states that 
excessive bail shall not be required, but nowhere grants 
an explicit right to bail. Former Attorney General Ram 
sey Clark attacks the proposal on constitutional grounds. 
He says the fault lies with the m assive failure of the na 
tion’s correctional system to rehabilitate the crim inal. 
Where there is reason to believe the defendant, if 
freed on bail, would threaten the safety of another person 
or the community, preventive detention is a m easure in 
the public interest. It puts the rights of society over that 
of the individual. It should be permitted in the new ar 
senal of weapons to reduce crime. 
Toward Volunteer Force 


A key step toward an all volunteer m ilitary force for 
the United States early next year will be sought by the 
Niixon Administration when it asks congressional ap­ 
proval for legislation to modernize m ilitary pay far be­ 
yond anything so far contemplated. 
An independent group recently com pleted a study of 
the defense department s pay modernization program 
that would attract sufficient volunteers to staff the entire 
m ilitary establishment. Secretary of Defense Melvin R. 
Laird hopes to have it ready for Congress early in the 
fall, to permit the necessary hearings hopefully to win 
com m ittee support for action early in the com ing year. 
I he study is said to recommend an additional $3 
billion to provide pay increases and other benefits as a 
lure and keep men in the military service. The prospect 
was revealed by Vice Admiral William P. Mack, a deputy 
assistant secretary of defense for manpower and reserve 
affairs, before an American Legion meeting in Wash 
ington. 


Volunteer, well paid armed forces would take the 
pressure off the administration with regard to drafting 
men for service in Vietnam and similar wars. It would 
leave selective service for major wars, when there would 
be no question about the security of the nation being at 
stake and the need for full mobilization for survival. 


On the recent eighth anniversary of the start of con 
stiuction of the infamous Berlin Wall, anti com m unists 
in West Berlin advised East Germans to escape through 
other East Bloc states. They refuse to act as refugee 
catchers and are moved by stories of separation of 
fam ilies.
